Madison — The most ambitious of 


the long procession of revenue bills 
to be introduced in the Wisconsin 
legislature this session is yet to ap- 
pear, it was learned today. 


Assemblyman Erank Graass, Stur- 


geon Bay, a member of the Repub- 
lican majority, said last night that 
he will offer the lawmakers tomor- 
row a tax bill which he estimates 
•will raise $34,000,000 during the next 
two years, enough to balance the 
normal state budget with ease, pro- 
vide a heavy increase in pension 
x-onds, and more than double the 
aids to counties for direct relief. 


Graass would not discuss details 


of his bill, but said that it is the 
product of "more than half a dozen 
tax experts", and predicted that if 
it is passed "we will not have to 
apologize to the rich or the poor." 
His announcement came at a 


time when the state senate was 
ready to act on a substitute reve- 
nue program which many sources 
claim will be inadequate, and which 
depends heavily on a proposal to 
divert highway revenues.

Graass has consulted it was learned 
that tentative drafts of his new tax 
bill include radical revisions of the 
state income tax schedules to raise 
copious amounts of new revenue, 
probably through the elimination of 
some exemptions, a repeal and re- 
vision of the dividend tax -which 
the Republican legislature recently 
increased, a cigarette tax, and -pos- 
sibly the use of highway funds for 
budgeting purposes. -*

He promised that Ins till would 


provide $3,500.000 extra for pensions

Judge Thom- 
as H. Ryan set preliminary hearing 
for 2 o'clock Friday afternoon and 
Kuhn was released under bond of 
$2,000. 


Kuhn also will appear Friday on 


a charge of assaujt to do great bod- 
ily harm to Pleckham. He pleaded 
not guilty to that charge last Sat- 
urday and posted a $2,000 bond. 


Pleckham was found lying on the 


floor in the Kuhn tavern by Con- 
stable Carl Krull, Nichols, about 8 
o'clock last Thursday evening. It 
was said that Kuhn had attacked 
Pleckham, claiming he had molest- 
ed Kuhn's wife. The beating victim 
died -without regaining conscious- 
ness. 


Murder in the second degree is 


defined by the law as "such kill- 
ing, when perpetrated by any act 
imminently dangerous to others and 
evincing a depraved mind regard- 
less of human life, without any pre- 
meditated design to effect the death 
of the person killed or of any hu- 
man being."

In 
an average year the highway com- 
mission spends $6,000,000 for main- 
tenance on the state and federal 
trunk systems, and at least $600,000 
extra is_ required annually for snow 
removal operations.

New York—There are a couple of details in the military treaty by 


which nazism and communism confessed their identity and their com- 
munity of interest which should be hung around the necks of both par- 
ties and their adherents. In this country it would be nice if Fritz Kuhn 
and Earl Browder could be produced on the same platform at the same 
time to receive the order of the albatross, but, as that 
is not just now feasible it will have to be done sym- 
bolically. 


Browder, it will be remembered, was caught flat- 


footed by the news of the confession and neither he 
nor the communist paper knew the answers until 
sufficient time had elapsed to permit communication 
with Moscow. He and the paper then came out with 
an excuse as long and about as straight as a ball of 
string in which they said at one point: "In each and 
every non-aggression pact_which the Soviet union con- 
cludes there is a basic clause of the soviet peace 
policy which provides that in the event that one ot 
the parties invades or commits an act of aggression 
against a third nation, the other party (the Soviet 
Pe?fe; 


union.) is not bound to the treaty, is free to act in defense of -oeace." 


Get that, now. Browder and the communist paper says this' is a basic 
clause of the soviet peace policy. 


But get this, too. There is no such clause in the Hitler-Stalin confession, 


and this means feat if Germany attacks Poland, as she will, in due time, 
just as she attacked Czechoslovakia, 
Stalin doesn't have the right to re- ! 
voke the treaty. On the contrary, 
by the conspicuous omission of this 
basic clause of the soviet peace 
policy,. Stalin obviously repudiates 
it. He gives Hitler sn unwritten 
but, 
nevertheless, plain assurance 


that when Germany attacks Po- 
land, Russia will not feel obliged to 
do anything about it. Just what he 
will do, they don't say, but from 
the smell of the deal it may be as- 
sumed that he and Hitter will di- 
vide Poland between them. In fact, 
the second article of the confession 
of kinship and mutual principles 
constitutes a gimmick whereby 
Stalin emphasizes his invitation to 
Hitler to attack Poland. This ar- 
ticle says that if Germany or Rus- 
sia is attacked by a third power, 
neither Germany nor Russia will 
assist the offender. That gives Hit- 
ler and Stalin the right to decide 
between them that Poland was the 
aggressor when the war comes and 
to act accordingly. 


But the little pet of the document 


is article four, which says that 
neither party will associate itself 
with any other grouping powers 
which directly or indirectly is aim- 
ed st the other. 


Now what is the spirit of that 


one? The spirit of it is that the 
anti-German boycott is off. and 
that Browder and Kuhn, in this 
country, are placed under an obli- 
gation to quit needling one another, 
and that their respective f ollowings, 
such as they are, must abandon 
their reasons for political existence. 
JKuhn exists to combat bolshevism, 
or as he and Hitler have been call- 
ing it, Jewish bolshevism. Browder 
exists to combat nazi-fascism. He 
has said so hundreds of times. 
Americans Are Winners; 
Whole Fend Was Fake. 


This clause in the treaty says "di- 


rectly or indirectly." It means that 
the mock-feud is absolutely off now. 
and that followers of Hitler and 
Stalin are obliged to cease nagging 
and faking and cooperate. The co- 
operation is provided for in the 
trade agreement, and it certainly 
would be disobedience and traitor- 
ous conduct for members of either 
sire here to fail to obey orders. It 
may take a little while for Brow- 
der and Kuhn to make the turn, 
ana they probably will be allow- 
ed some time, in view of the mental 
peculiarity of the American people 
who have a disagreeable habit of 
pointing out inconsistencies. But, as 
soon as possible, they are obliged 
to lay off their old program of sav- 
ing the United States from each 
other's political vice.

It was somewhat of a surprise 


for me to discover that the leaves 
of our rhubarb or pie plant can 
cause violent vomiting and other 
illnesses even when cooked.

LED FIGHT FOR FREEDOM 
There was a time when Sweden 


was under the power of Denmark. 
Queen Margaret of Denmark be- 
came the ruler after she had sent 
an army to Sweden to help the 
Swedes drive the German invad- 
ers. 


The next century and a half was 


a time of sorrow in Sweden. There 
•was warfare in which Swedes and 
Danes and Germans took part. 
Some of the Swedish nobles fav- 
ored Danish rule, but most of the 
people wanted their country to be 
free. 


In the year 1520, a young man 


stepped on the scene, ana started 
to bring 'about a change. He was 
the son of a noble Swedish family, 
and had been taken to Denmark 
and 
held 
as a prisoner. He is 


known in history as Gustavus Vasa. 


Escaping from his captors, Gust- 


avus (.then 24 years old) made his 
way back to Sweden. For eight 
months he wandered around his na- 
tive land, talking to the people and 
telling them they ought to rise in 
revolt. 
For a time, he met with little 


success, but there came a day of 
change. 
Eighty-two Swedish no- 


bles, bishops and other well known 
persons were called to Stockholm, 
judged guilty of treason, and put 
to death oy the Danes. 


Gustavus had just left a valley 


where he had talked with people 
in and around a certain village 
Learning 
of the 
happening 
at 


Stockholm, 200 men of the valley 
joined together and sent messen- 
gers to the young man who had 
visited them. The messengers trav- 
eled 50 miles on ski is to catch up 
with him, and call him back. 


On his return, the 200 chose him 


as their leader. An army was rais- 
ed and it quickly grew to 15,000 
men. In three years, Gustavus led 
the way to victory. The Danes 
•were driven out, and Sweden be- 
came a free nation. Gustavus Vasa 
was crowned king, and he held the 
throne until Ms death at the age 
of 64. 


Gustavus Vasa is honored as a 


great hero of the Swedish nation, 
and statues of him stand today in 
many places. He holds much the 
same place in Sweden as George 
Washington holds in the United 
States 
Among his grandsons was one 


who became another hero in Swe- 
den's history. The grandson was 
known as Gustavus Adolphus. 


Gustavus Adolphus was a learn- 


ed man, and could speak eight lan- 
guages. He also proved to be a 
skillful general when he led Swe- 
den's army into battle during wars 
of religion He was killed in a bat- 
tle which the Swedish army won in 
Germany.

Production Problem 


The day when the farmer milked 


his cows and delivered the milk to 
homes in the nearby town has dis- 
appeared 
Large corporations have 


taken over the distribution phase of 
the industry. Dairying, some auth- 
orities say, is suffering from the ef- 
fects of production which is increas- 
ing faster than consumption. 


More than 3,000,000 farmers de- 


pend for a livelihood on dairying, 
which accounts for one-fourth of the 
entire gross income from farm pro- 
duction in the United States. The 
American consumer's bill for milk 
and its products averages approx- 
imately $3000,000000 a 
year, or 


about a quarter of the total cost of 
all foods 
Out of this sum the milk 


farmer receives slightly more than 
half—about $1,800,000,000 


In his efforts to increase his share 


of what the public spends for milk, 
the farmer has sometimes resorted 
to strikes, such as the recent one 
in New York, made charges of 
"trust" and "monopoly" against the 
big distributing corporations and 
finally appealed to his state and na- 
tional governments for relief. 


Consumption Down 


The agriculture department pre- 


dicting production would continue 
at record levels this 
year, said 


"fluid milk and cream consumption 
ias declined since reaching a re- 
covery peak in 1937" The de- 
partment also reported "decidedly 
larger" production of manufactured 
dairy products last year and added 
that consumption 
of these has 


shown relatively 
little change 


Since then consumption 
has in- 


creased but not as fast as the sur- 
plus of manufacturers.

enterprises- 


butter, cheese, 
evaporated

condensed milk—have shifted to the 
west from the eastern states where

In some instances bookings are less 
than production, but backlogs are 
sufficient to insure a continuation 
of mill activity at about the present 
level. 


Automobile output has turned the

units 


were made, compared with 12,955 
the crecedine week, and 18,700 in 


the corresponding week last year. 
Effects of increasing output 
are 


felt in many steel lines and are ex- 
pected to increase through the fall 


Farm equipment builders find 


good demand for tractors but im- 
plement b»yihg is slack, partly a 
reflection of lower farm income. 
with seasonal factors also present. 
These interests are taking less steel 
than the general average of all con- 
sumers. 


Tin plate production has declined
